FOR THE AVOIDANCE OF ALL DOUBT AS TO 
the application of the Act hereinafter mention- 
ed in and to certain Provinces of Canada: Her Majes- 
ty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate 
and Houso of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows:

In hia recent speech at Bath Sir 
Leonard Tili.f.v, the finance minister, 
spoke as follows of the revenue, 
which British Columbians — consider- 
ing the interest they must all feel in 
the progress of tlit? Dominion— will 
gladly road: 

"It was predicted that the tariff, if 
a success, would tend to a reduction in 
the revenue, but he had stated in 
parliament that for tho fiscal year just 
closing the customs revenue under the 
National Policy would be $14,500,000 
instead of §12,000,000 as formerly, and 
that §500,000, the additional amount, 
would be collected in the last fiscal 
year, and §14,000,000 in cash during 
this year. "Well, at the last session of 
parliament ho was able to say that in- 
stead of §500,000 additional being 
paid in during the last fiscal year, 
§700,000 were paid in, and to-day, just 
at the end of tho present fiscal year, 
which closes on 30th June, he was pre- 
pared to say ho had evidence which 
showed that instead of tho collections 
for the past year being §14,000,000 in 
cash, they would he §14,100,000. The 
collections would, therefore, bo alto- 
gether §14,800,000, instead of §14,- 
500,000 as ho had estimated. The 
government with this increased income 
would have ample revenue with which 
to meet tho expenditure and the liabili- 
ties of the country." 

The Toronto Mail says that this 
favorable statement is under and not 
over the mark as regards tho customs 
revenue. The customs receipts for 
June aro §1,304,781, so far as entered, 
and all is not complete. And the com- 
parison, imperfect so far as this June is 
concerned, is now as follows: 

1878, June § 912,051 

1879, June 748,304 

1830, June 1,304,781 

This is a most favourable showing; 
and we have soino reason for believing 
that the Minister's estimate of §14,- 
000,000 in cash will be more than ful- 
filled; aud that the deficit of the year 
(if there be any deficit at all) will be 
owing not to any badness of trade or to 
any miscalculation; but simply to the 
necessary and unanimously voted sums 
of the supplementary estimates such as 
the Irish relief vote, and to other items 
which, whether opposed or not, were 
necessary for the public service. The 
non-publication of tho figures lias been 
complained of, but thero need bo no 
reason for complaint. We havo no 
doubt the figures will bo published 
when they aro perfect in order that the 
public may see at a glance tiie full, en- 
couraging and triumphant fulfilment of 
the hopes ami policy of tho govern- 
ment, We are once more face to face 
with the pleasing prospect of perfect 
solvency,

king of metals, was a specific for all 
hereditary taint. The. doctor began 
experimenting with the various salts of 
gold used in medicine, and at last 
claims to havo discovered a certain cure 
for drunkenness in what he calls 
"Double Chloride of Gold Cure 1" Start- 
ing with the premise that drunkenness 
has a physisal basis in a diseased con- 
dition of the nervous system, the doc- 
tor argues that tho action of gold being 
upon the higher cerebral nerve centres, 
it is rational to look for a cure, instiuio- 
ing that gold has long been used for 
the cure of that form of insanity known 
as melancholia, aud also" in cases of 
neurasthenia or nerve exhaustion. Per- 
haps the most peculiar feature of this 
new cure for drunkenness is that the 
patient is not required to stop drinking 
when he places himself under treatment 
but is allowed to drink spirituous 
liquors while taking the medicine. But 
-tho doctor claims that by the third day 
tho taste of liquor becomes nauseous, 
and that after the fourth day the 
patient will refuse it altogether; and 
it seems this i3 the fact. The princi- 
ple upon which the remedy acts is like 
unto that of vaccine virus, by elimina- 
ting from tho system the element 
which has art affinity for the poison of 
alcohol. Some astonishing cures have 
been effected,, and the introduction of 
the remedy before the various temper- 
auco bodies has made it the subject of 
much discussion among their members.

An Arkansas journal has received 
an account of the desperate encounter 
which recently occurred between Col. 
Robert Alexander and Col. Smile}', at 
Hot Springs. Tho facts are as follows: 
Col. Alexander and Col. Smiley were 
prominent claimants of mining lands 
in Silver City. Somo dispute arose as 
to the claim. Being unable to settle it 
satisfactorily, tho dispute augmented 
into a quarrel, and tho quarrel into 
violent threats. It was well known 
that both parties were men of nerve. 
Smiley had won a reputation of being 
desperate in a personal encounter. Al- 
exander, though he had never been 
credited with shedding blood, was con- 
sidered a man with whom it would not 
be safe to trifle. All efforts to settle 
the misunderstanding failed, and those 
who were acquainted with the circum- 
stances expected that bloodshed would 
be tho ultimate result. Several days 
ago, the day when tho encounter took 
place, Smiley camo to Hot Springs. 
Alexander was in the town. Smiley 
went to the bank and asked the cash- 
ier: 

"Have you seen, Alexander!" 

The cashier replied that ho had not 
seen him, but understood that he was 
in town. 

"I am going to kill him before four 
o'clock," exclaimed Smiley, and turn- 
ing, left tho bank. 

After leaving the bank he had not 
gone far when he met Alexander. 
The furious aspect immediately 
assumed by each man illustrated the 
fact that violence would ensue. Alex- 
drew a largo revolver and rushing upon 
Smiley struck him over the head. Smi- 
ley staggered back and drew a French 
self-cocking revolver, and with rapidity 
almost beyond tho capacity of enumera- 
tion, fired six shots at Alexander. Threo 
shots took effect, a ball striking each 
arm and another going through the 
lungs. Alexander's pistol dropped 
from his hand. He attempted to re- 
cover it, but his right hand had boen 
paralyzed by the ball. He grasped it 
with his left hand, but the left aim 
having been also wounded he was un- 
able to cock the weapon. Smiley was 
soon with him. With a cool, desperate 
presence of mind Alexander kicked his 
pistol into a saloon near which tho en- 
counter occurred. Then entering he 
stooped and caught the muzzle of his 
pistol with his left hand, raised it up 
and cocked it with his foot. He lifted 
the pistol from the floor. Smiley stood 
outside, peeping around a door post, 
with only a part of his head exposed. 
Alexander nervously lifted the weapon, 
took deliberate aim and fired. The ball 
ploughed along the. post bohind which 
Smiley stood, half burying itself and 
striking Smiley in the forehead wont 
through his brain. Smiley fell dead, 
and Alexander, turning, sank from loss 
of blood. 

A large crowd witnessed the en- 
counter, and the greatest excitement 
prevailed. The wonder is that several 
men were not killed for when Smiley 
fired the six shots the sidewalk was 
covered with people. 

The weapons wc-ro not parlor pistols 
but the brand used to kill almost re- 
gardless of distance. One of the balls 
went through a signboard and buried 
itself in another. Tho mark on the 
door post made by the ball which kill- 
ed Smiley is fully six feet from the 
sidewalk. Nine men out of ten would 
have escaped as the deadly missle ivould 
have passed harmlessly over. 

Alexander, at last accounts, was suf- 
fering greatly and is not expected to 
live.

Mr. Sandford Fleminr, 0. '£., 0. M. G. 

Tho correbjiondunco respecting Mr. 
Sandford Fleming's retirement is pub- 
lished in tho Eastorn papers. A minute 
of Hth May last relievos Mr. Ileming 
from tho duties and responsibilities con- 
nected with the office of ongineer-in-chief 
of tho Pacific railway, and reappoints him 
chief engineer of the Intercolonial rail- 
way to investigate the unsettled claims 
which have arison in connection with 
that undertaking upon which no judicial 
decision has been given and report on 
oach case to the Department of Bailways 
and Canals. 

On Juno 7th Mr. Fleming roplies de- 
clining to accept the proffered position, 
asserting that "the sorvico is not strictly 
of an engineering character, and it could 
scarcely bo possible to select a duty moro 
distasteful for mo to perform, or ono for 
which, with my antecedents in the matter 
of theso claims, 1 appear less fitted to act. 

"The difficulties now to bo investigat- 
ed and settled aro duo mainly to the adop- 
tion of a policy entirely at variance with tho 
views I hold, and the recommendations 
made by me when chief engineer of the 
Intercolonial railway somo years ago, 
They have arisen through tho disregard 
of tho earnest and repeated warnings 
which I gavo in letters, official and un- 
official, addressed to tho head of tho gov- 
ernment during tho early stages of con- 
struction. I tospcctfully submit, there- 
fore, that I am not the person to make 
the investigation. Whatever the decision 
I might give or whatever report I might 
make, tho party to whom it would bo ad- 
verso would bo tho party to challongo it 
as tho result of prejudice or feeling, and 
to insist that it was adopted to fit in with 
opinions previously oxprossod. 

The service proposed to bo assigned 
is so full of complications that I can fore- 
see it will bo 'ono utterly impossible for 
me to perform with any hope of giving 
satisfaction in any quarter; however just 
my decision, I will bo. exposed to the 
charge in Parliament, and in the .press, 
that it has been my aim and 
object to sustain my previously ex- 
pressed theories and opinions. * * * 
In declining this duty I am aware 
that I will be terminating my connection 
with tho great railway works of the Do- 
minion, to which I havo given the best 
seventeen years of my lifo in the respon- 
sible position of chief engineer. 

"It will especially bo pain for' mo to 
separato myself from tho Pacific Railway 
in its present condition, but the terms of 
tho Order in Council leave me do alter- 
native." 

In reply to the declination Sir Charles 
Tapper says that ho entertains tho high- 
est estimato of Mr. Fleming's ability and 
integrity, and expresses great regret that 
he has not felt it consistent with his duty 
to accept tho position. 

Exit Koarnoy. 

The star of Dennis Kearney, tho agita- 
tor, would Bcom to have sot forov'or. ' His 
party is badly disrupted and tho crowds 
who once flocked to hear him and listen- 
ed to his blasphemous speeches with un- 
disguised pleasure, havo deserted him for 
a now idol. He is hooted, pelted and 
cuffed whenever ho appoars on the sand- 
lots, and his quondam friend Wcllock is 
now. Ilia bitterest foo and denounces his 
lato leader unsparingly. Denis is a green- 
back politician, while Wellock and his 
followers are democrats. The last moot- 
ing on tho sandlots was characterized by 
great disorder and the fallen chief had to 
be escorted from the lots by a posse of 
policemen. 

Victoria Deisating Society. — The 
above society hold its usual meeting on 
Monday evening last. Tho question for 
dobate was "That Home Rule should bo 
granted to Ireland," Mr. S. P. Mills and 
Sir.

"Blood, I&so, Blood!" 

Emilo Abadie, a communist, recently 
on trial for murder in Paris, had writ- 
ten a certain document which fell into 
tho hands of the detectives, and which 
the Figaro reproduces in full. The 
document is entitled, "A Project for 
Reforming the Magistracy." We 
translate a "chapter" therefrom, ob- 
serving that Abadio will shortly him- 
self have a good opportunity to con- 
verso witli the "Citizen-Executioner," 
as ho has been probably condemned to 
death by this time: "It has come at 
last — to day is tho day of deliverance. 
People of France, in 1793 you had al- 
ready freed yourselves from slavery; in 
1871 you re-established the Republic 
by conquest. Well, then, let 1880 be 
the date chosen by you to win equal 
and loyal justice for all. I havo just 
appointed judges who will deal out 
justice. I am going to give you the 
names of these immortal' judges. The 
first is Marat, the the second the 
younger Robespierre, the third Fou- 
quier Tirville, the fourtii Fourier, and 
one of my friends, Ciunille Dcsmoulins. 
Tho scaffold is in the Place do la Bas- 
tille. We are only waiting the hour 
to strike in order to begin. 'Citizen 
executioner, begin !' His heart sinks; 
he likes not the sight of death. What 
matters it ! Let tho streets of Paris 
be flooded with this venomous blood. 
Let the Seine roll red as carmine. I 
shall bring them to thee one by one. 
When thou art fatigued, I shall take 
thy place. 'Strike, strike, Citizen 
executioner ! strike unceasingly !' The 
blood rises to my knees. I desire that 
it shall lave me to tho waist. Lot the 
heads be piled up in pyramids, and tho 
lance heads of the iron railings about 
the Palais de Justice be adorned with 
tho heads of the femme police and the 
prostitute Justice . I Tho blood mounts 
to my waist. 'Strike, strike unceas- 
ingly Citizen executioner ! I desire 
that it shall rise and lave me to the 
throat.' Upon this proud guillotine, 
Equality reigns. 'Citizen executioner, 
thou hast clone thy work well. The 
people thank thee. Now break the 
guillotine, that it may never again 
servo another. Our vengeance has 
been taken, and must go no further.' 
I withdraw and — awake 1 Alas, it is 
only a beautiful dream which can 
never bo realized. Emile Adaide, 
otherwise known as 'Robespierro, tho 
Younger.' "

Sax Francisco, July 19. — Chollar 
levies an assessment of 50 cents.

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, July 19. — Fifteen thousand 
riflemen, are here from every part of 
the monarchy to celebrate tho first 
shooting contest of the united riflemon 
of Austria ; also, crack shots from all 
parts of Germany and Great Britain 
and a few from America. Prizes 
valued at> 820,000 will be shot for. 

IRELAND. 
London, July 19. — A large deputa- 
tion of representatives of the butchers 
and cattle trades had an interview with 
Lord >Si)encer, lord president of the 
council, in regard to restrictions on the 
importation of foreign cattle. He said 
he should certainly do all in his power 
consistent witli existing laws to facili- 
tate the increase of the meat trade of 
the countrv; but that tho government 
do not see their way to remove the re- 
strictions nt present. 

ITALY. 

London, J uly 19. — A Romo corres- 
pondent reports that Cardinal Herge- 
nerothor, who is going to Germany for 
health, is charged with a mission to 
Bismarck in connection with negotia- 
tions to take placo at Vienna, with re- 
gard to Church and State. 

ENGLAND. 
London, July 20. — In the House of 
Commons last night the Irish compen- 
sation bill passed through committee, 
all amendments of the opposition being 
rejected. Gladstone during tht> debate 
warned Parnell not to continue his ob- 
structive tactics. 

At Berwick to-day an election was 
held for member of parliament to (ill a 
vacancy caused by the elovation of tho 
Hon. Henry Street, liberal, to the 
House of Peers. David Milne Home, 
conservative, was returned by 589 
votes, McLaren, lord advocate of Scot- 
land, liberal, received 582 votes. 

The Standard this morning says, "we 
understand a marriage has been ar- 
ranged between Lady Burdott Coutts 
and Ash mead Bartlett, member of par- 
liament for Eyre." 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, July 19. — The gov- 
ernment has received no information 
of any intention on tho part of Mur- 
jinis Tseng, Chinese ambassador, to 
proceed to St. Petersburg. 

A report that government will-short- 
ly prohibit the exportation of corn is 
.semi-ofiicially contradicted, and state- 
ments in regard to the failure of. crops 
are generally exaggerated. 

MANILLA. 

MADRID, July 19. — An official tele- 
gram states that an earthquake at Man- 
illu destroyed several government build- 
ings and other houses. Some natives 
were killed. 

Cape Bolinas, July 19. — Thero was 
a violent earthquake at Manilla yester- 
day. The governor's residence and 
many other houses were destroyed. Tho 
report is yet unconfirmed. A slight 
shock was felt on the 17th inst. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, July 19.— M. Weill of San 
Francisco waited on President Grevy 
yesterday to present him with the feli- 
citations of the French residents of 
California on tho occasion of tho late 
national fete. 

GERMANY. 

Gastien, July 19. — Emperor Wil- 
liam arrived here to-day. 

A Berlin correspondent telegraphs 
that Russian and Austrian representa- 
tives at Cettenjc have informed the 
Prince of Montenegro of the extreme 
probability that a European squadron 
will go shortly to the Adriatic to com- 
pel the cession of territory. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, July 19.- — General 
SkobelofFs mother left here on the 17th 
inst. in a carriage for Tchorpan, with 
money and medical supplies for the 
hospital there, She was attacked when 
half -way on the road by armed men. 
Madame SkobelofF was killed and her 
servant and steward, dangerously 
wounded, have since died. Consider- 
able money was stolen. Tho gens 
d'armio were sent in pursuit of the 
murderers. A Russian captain named 
Mussoff, who committed the crime, has 
been arrested. When captured he shot 
himself with a revolver and is not ex- 
pected to recover. Madame SkobelofF 
had been here some time organizing 
schook and hospitals. 



WIMBLEDON. 
Wijibledon, July 19. — In a contest 
for tho Albert prizes, first stage, 900 
yards range, the Americans with good 
light made wonderful shooting, the 
best being Scott's total at two ranges. 
118; Farrow 11G; Jackson 1 15; Brown 
112. Best British scores were 115, 
114 and 112 by Humphreys, Mclsaac 
and Rigby. Thus, as far as is known, 
Scott and Farrow are tho first and 
Jackson and Humphreys are tied for 
tho third place. In tho Halford com- 
petition Fenton takes 1st prize and 
Jackson second. Rockwell tied with 
another and divided third prize. In 
tho Curtis & Harvey competition Hum- 
phreys takes 1st prize, and Farrow and 
three others are equal for tho second.

A BYLAW 

FOR RAISING A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON REAL 
AND PERSONAL PROPERTY IN THE YEAR 
1880. 

1. Bc.it enacted by tho Mayor and 
Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows: — 

2. There shall bo raised, levied and col- 
lected in tho year 18S0 upou all real and 
personal property mentioned in tho as- 
sessment roll in force in tho City an equal 
rato of eight-tenths of one per cent, on 
tho assessod value thereof as appears by 
tho said roll. 

3. Tho aforoaaid taxes shall be duo and 
payablo by tho person or persons liablo 
for the aamc to tho Collector for tho Mu- 
nicipal Council at his oflico in the City 
Council Chambers, Victoria, on tho fif- 
teenth day of July, in tho year 1SS0. 

4. The Victoria Rovemio Bylaw, 1879, 
so far as tho aaino relates to tho imposi- 
tion of a tax or rato of eight-tenths of one 
per cent, in tho year 1880 upon tho as- 
sessed value of the real and personal pro- 
perty mentioned in tho assessment roll 
for the time being in force i i hereby ro- 
pealed providing always that all payments 
of tho said rato for tho year 1880 already 
made by any person or persons shall be 
dealt with in tho same manner and bo as 
valid in all respects as if the aarao had 
boon made after tho passing ot this By- 
law and under tho provisions thereof. 

5. Tho special rato imposed by tho 
Water. Works Dobonture and Revenuo 
Bylaw, 1877, and by tho Bylaw to author- 
ize tho raising of twenty thousand dol- 
lars, 1878, shall continue to be raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposed under this Bylaw 
and shall be applied to the purposes speci- 
fied in tho said Bylaws respectively. 

6. Tho annual tax authorized to bo aa- 
sossed, levied and collected by thoVictoria 
Road Tax Bylaw, 1877, as amended by 
tho Victoria Road Tax Amendment By- 
law, 1877, shall continue to be assessed, 
levied and collected in addition to the 
rates and taxes imposed by this Bylaw 
and shall form part of the general Muni- 
cipal Revenue. 

7. Clauso 10 "Tho Victoria Revenue 
Bylaw, 1870," is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out tho word "three" immediately 
boforo tho word "calendar" in tho last 
line thereof and inserting in liou thereof 
the word "ono." 

8. Schedule A of ." Tho Victoria Rove- 
nue Bylaw, 1879," is hereby amended by 
inserting therein after tho words "Every 
proprietor or manager of any theatre with- 
in tho City limits for a single entertain- 
ment 85" tho following words " and fur a 
weok 815," and by inserting therein after 
the words "and for tho minor exhibitions 
for ainglo entertainments 82 50 " tho fol- 
lowing words "and for a week 87 50." 
And by striking out tho figures §10 after 
tho words " every commercial traveller " 
and inserting in lieu thereof tho figures 

920. 

9. The Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879, 
as amended by tho Victoria' Amendment 
Revenue Bylaw, 1879, and by this Bylaw 
shall continue in force and all licenses 
and taxos imposed thereby shall continue 
to be collected thereunder. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited as tho Ro- 
venuo Bylaw, 1880.
